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All Year Classes Are Urged 
to End School Congestion 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
“New York, Nov. 2.—{Special.J—Al 
year schools are being urged by some 


‘educators who say that nothing short 


of a reorganization of the whole pub- 


tic school system will ‘relieve the con- 


on problem in New York; where 
no fewer than 377,000 day pupils are 
on part time or double shifts, out of 
an enrollment of 955,400. - 

The overload is so terrific that not 
even the $175,000,000 new building pro- 
gram for the 1918-1924 period will take 
up the shortage of seats and keep pace 
with the yearly increase in attendance 
and the idea is growing that more 
operating time must be got out of the 
school plant itself. 

Building of new schools continues. 
The board of estimates today appropri- 
ated $15,000,000 for new schools, bring- 
mg the total amount set aside for such 
zonstruction since last Jan. 1 to $60,- 
600,000. 

Most of the schools in the dense re- 
gions are now going at almost a ca- 
pacity clip each day with two, three, 
and even four. shifts of day pupils, 
night schools, neighborhood center ac- 
tivities and vocational evening work, 
until the janitors have to wait until 
midnight to sweep out, and now the 
eali is that the schools should be put 
on a twelve months basis instead of 
nine. 

Many Shifts Are Used. 

At present a few schools run during 
the summer, but mainly for retarded 
pupils. As is the case in Chicago and 
Detroit, however,. what schools have 
been thus opened have had full mem- 
bership—the latent demand is appar- 
ently ‘there: The three months sum 
mer vacation is a relic of the old 
fashion graded schools whose organiza 
tien has been little c in a half 
century or more, and the advanced 
thought is that system must be ad- 
justed to fit closer into conditions in 
the’ modern city. All year schools, it 
is estimated, would add between 10 
and 20 per cent to the capacity of the 
school plant, which, in New York, has 
cost $194, £00,000 exclusive of many 
properties turned over to the city with - 
out, expense. The plant is guessed 
to be worth over 3800, 000, 000 at present 
values some say over a billion.

cent years has come at the top—in the 
high schools, vocational classes, and 
trade schools.

Last year, out of 716,000 pupils in 
the elementary schools, 83,000 failed of | 
promotion. In the high schools the 
congestion and turmoil is such that 
average scholarship, according to edu- 
cators, has fallen off materially in the 
last five years. Fundamental éduca- 
tion, some insist, is being injured by 
the stress thrown upon vocational sub- 
jects. A new type of education has 
quickly been evolved in the last decade 
or so, but there has been no readjust- 
ment in the lower grades, generally 
speaking— it is all piled up on the top. 

Any intelligent New York parent will 
tell one that a school boy has far 
better educational opportunity in an 
up-to-date small town than in Amer 
ica’s largest city. Many of them are 
sending their outside for 
schooling. 

Twenty years ago Supt. Ettinger, 
then principal of a school on double 
sessions, worked out a two platoon 
system on the workstudy-play idea, 
which by some authorities is gaid to 
have been the forerunner of the Gary 
system.

MURDER FARM 
DEAD TOTAL 250 
IN PHILIPPINES 


[Chieage Tribune Foreign News Service. } 

MANILA, P. I., Nov. 2.—Further de- 
tails concerning the atrocities commit- 
ted on Kumassee plantation, at Davao, 


were made public today by W. D. Corn. 
an American special investigator, who 
arrived here yesterday from the dis. 
trict. 
Mr. Corn said that five cemeteries in 
the plantation were filled with graves | 
of laborers. It is estimated that under | 
the management of Domingo Filardo, 
a Filipino, 1,000 laborers have died 
since 1914. Virtually none of these 
deaths have been reported, Filardo as- 
serting that the laborers had run away. | 
had arrangements with wild 

tribesmen near the plantation to run 
down escaped laborers, offering a sack 
of rice for each fugitive brought back. 
Several complaints have trickled out 
during the last few years, but Filardo’s 
reign of terror has prevented the na- 
tives from testifying 

There have been about 250 deaths in 
the last two years, of which at least 
thirty are believed to have been brutal 
murders. The victims were practically 
all Christian Filipinos recruited from 
Cebu and other northern points. Filar 
do is under arrest on the charge of 
having murdered a Mexican Ameriean 
born in the United States.

Requirements of Ordinances. 

Before the city can enforce its de- 
mands for extensions, it must, ac- 
‘cording to the lawyers, comply with | 
these regulations: 

I. Declaration of its intention to re-. 
quire the extensions should be made 
by the city council and brought to 
the attention of the ,companies. 

2. Requisite frontage consent petl- 
tions covering the portions of streets | 
upon which extensions are planned 
should be filed with city council. 

3. Publication of proposed extension 
requirements should be made for ten 
days in official] organ. 

4. Ordinances should be passed | 
granting necessary franchises to the | 
companies and further ordering the | 
extensions. | 

Inasmuch as the 1907 ordinances 
“limit the total mileage that the city | 
may compel the companies to build in | 
any one calendar year, we are of the | 
opinion,” said the attorneys, “ that the | 
above steps should be taken as early | 
as possible so the companies may have | 
reasonable time in each year in which 


to construct the quota of extensions | 


required.” 


Effect on Work in 1923. 


As any ordinance on extensions for 
1923 would necessarily be passed late 
in the year, the lawyers believe the 
city may require only such portions 
of the full quota “as persons skilled 
in such construction would deem rea- 
sonably possible” to be constructed 
during the rest of the year. 

“That decision eliminates any pos 
sibility of securing extensions this 
year,” declared Ald. U. 8. Schwartz 
[4th], chairman of the committee.

The Chicago Regional Planning as- 
sociation, to guide the growth of Chi- 
cago into “the city of destiny "—pre 
dicted as a 4,000 square mile area,

The new organization will coirdinate 
the work of county and town plan- 
ning committees into an interlocking 
group in which each unit will lay its 
plans so as to help those of its neigh- 
bors.

The scope of the organization will 
include all of Lake, Du Page and Will, 
and parts of McHenry, Kane, Kendall, 
Grundy and Kankakee counties in IIli- 
nois, and parts of Porter, Lake and 
Laporte counties in Indiana.
